Swarms of Bombers, 
Packs of Submarines 
Fought by Men — One 
Crew 10 Days in Boats 
Before Reaching Land. 


By WILLIAM B. KING 
‘WITH THE UNITED STATES 
NAVAL FORCES IN A UNITED 
KINGDOM PORT (Delayed) (AP). 
~—Americans who are fighting the 
battle of supplying Russia through 
the dread “bomber lane” of the 
Arctic take their ordeals of fire 
and frigid waters in workaday 
stride. 

United States Navy gunners and 
merchant seamen interviewed in 
this nerve center of convoy con- 
trol were all survivors of attacks 
by U-boats that hunt in packs and 
torpedo bombers that swarm like 
bees—but they have but one theme: 
to fight through to victory, what- 
ever the odds. The men told grim 
and heroic stories without fuss or 
feathers. 

St. Louisan in One Crew, 

Among more than 100 naval per- 
sonnel survivors landed here aft- 
er their ships were shot out from 
under them were William Darrell 
Flicker of St. Louis, William Har- 
kins, Gloucester, N. J., Albert D. 
Friday, West Point, Miss., United 
States Navy gunners on merchant- 
men. 

Flicker was in a crew which 
manned guns on a vessel which 
got through to Archangel in an 
early convoy but was sunk by three 
torpedoes on the return trip south- 
west of Spitsbergen. The heaviest 
attack fought off by his gun crew 
was by 10 torpedo bombers. 

“It was a wild day for awhile,” 
said Signalman John Joseph Boyle 
of Plymouth, Mass., “but we got 
the squadron leader when he flew 
within about 150 feet of us.” 

The vessel which Harkins and 
Friday defended was dive-bombed, 
then attacked by a level bomber 
d finally sprayed with incendi- 
ary bullets by a strafing plane. 
When it could stand no more, its 
crew and gun crews, 22 men in all, 
took to lifeboats. They sailed and 
rowed for 10 days before reach- 
ing sanctuary in Russia 300 miles 
away. Snow fell on two of the 
days. They were two months in 
a Soviet hospital under treatment 
for frozen feet. Then they re- 
turned to Britain over the same 
eubmarine-ridden route. 

Ammunition Vessel Sunk. 

The most blood-chilling story 
came from Ensign William Roy 
Kirby of Coffeyville, Kan., in re- 
lating his experiences of Sept. 13 
when German torpedo bombers 
made a masg attack. 

“We were the leading ship in 
the convoy’s starboard column,” 
he said. “The leading ship in an- 
other column blew up with flames 
shooting up about 300 feet—and 
then we got it. A torpedo hit in 
the hatch where we were carrying 
ammunition.”

“I went crashing to the deck on

It is charged that “foolish and 
dangerous” methods used to recruit 
physicians for military service had 
resulted in “hoarding and freezing 
unused doctors in the American 
armed forces in a ratio double that 
of the British. 

“The conditions are so acute and 
dangerous that this preliminary re- 
port is made public with the rec- 
ommendation that at the earliest 
possible moment the followjng 
steps should be taken: 

“The President, as commander- 
in-chief, should order a survey to 
be made of over-supply and under- 
supply of medical personnel for 
both the armed forces and civilian 
needs, 


“A reallocation should be made 
wherever it is determined an over- 
supply or under-supply exists. 

“Instruction should be given to 
the ‘War Manpower Commission 
to cease its procurement drive for 
doctors in all states where quotas 
have already been attained.” 


The committee said a civilian 
agency ‘should be set up to super- 
vise the recruiting of physicians.

A Senate Labor Subcommittee re 
ported yesterday that the “un- 
planned recruiting” of doctors for 
the armed services had created “a 
darfgerous health emergency” in 
some sections of the nation.

The crude 
oil that coated the water made him 
ill, and when he was taken aboard 
a destroyer, his-~ stomach was 
empty and his appetite was im- 
mense. 

“My only pleasant memory of 
the disaster was eating ham and 
cheese sandwiches on the destroy- 
er,” he said. 

Telis of Torpedoing. 


Vogt said he and another ma- 
chinist were working on a torpedo 
bomber on the hangar deck of the 
Wasp when the first enemy tor- 
pedoes struck. 

“We were about ‘midships, and 
when we felt the concussion for- 
ward, -we thought it was caused 
by bombs,” he related. “The first 
two Japanese torpedoes must have 
hit almost at the same time, be- 
cause I only noticed one conc 
sion then. 

“The ship began listing, and an- 
other fellow and myself began 
handing life jackets we found 
about the lifeboats to some fel- 
lows who had no jackets. About 
that time the third torpedo hit. We 
were knocked down, and slid half 
way across the ship on our stom- 
achs. The deck had become wet 
by then from the ship’s damaged 
water system. 

“It seemed that then the Wasp 
righted herself for a time. Anoth- 
er fellow and I pulled the rubber 
liferaft from the plane on which 
we had been working, and took it 
to the life line on the port side to 
instructions. About that

time I was hit by shrapnel from 
a bomb that exploded from the fire 
aboard. It went into my hand and 
thigh, but it didn’t hurt much. I 
went to the fantail, where the 
dressing station Was located, and 
was waiting my turn when word 
was given to abandon ship. 


Swam From Ship. 

“I went over the starboard side 
on a life line, and with the help 
of the current, swam away from 
the ship. I managed to reach a 
group of fellows who had collected 
four or five liferafts into a big 
raft. Some of us held to it and 
others sat on it for three and a 
half hours before we ‘were picked 
up.” 

Vogt said he heard of no one 
being attacked by sharks, although 
man eaters were known to infest 
those waters. He believes depth 
charges and oil on the water 
frightened the sharks away. 

“IT saw quite a few men swim 
who thought they couldn’t,” Vogt 
recalled. “One fellow who'd failed 
his swimming tests in training 
swam without a life jacket two 
miles to a destroyer.” 

Vogt and his wife .are visiting

200 Miles From Kiska. 

The base is about 200 nautical 
miles from Kiska; approximately 
1000 miles from Japan’s naval and 
air base at Paramushire; about 
2000 miles from-Tokyo itself. The 
Japanese have threatened. darkly 
that they will yet be bombing Seat- 
tle from the Aleutians. Well, Tokyo 
is 400 miles nearer to us than Seat- 
tle is to Kiska. 

The Andreanof base, in the opin- 
ion of Army and Navy engineers, is 
an excellent site for a major sea 
and air base. It affords flat land 
for the quick constuction of air 
fields. The complexities of its 
shoreline afford good shelter for 
ships. 

The immediate threat is, of 
course, to Kiska itself. From here, 
we can put fighters in the air to

Stories from the Solomons bear 
out what has always been said 
about the enemy, They are crafty, 
well schooled in the arts of war, 
especially jungle warfare, and are 
not afraid to die.

I asked what the German sol- 
diers were saying about the war. 

“The Germans in my company 
have had war up to here,” said 
Serovy, drawing his fingers across 
his neck. “They all want to go 
home. They don’t want any war. 
Yes, some think Germany will win 
the war. But others say that the 
Germans can’t defeat Russia; 
that it’s hopeless. For me, I don’t 
see how Germany can: win. 

“Many German soldiers say the 
British and Americans can’t cross 
the English Channel; that it will 
only be a sea and air war. Many 
of them say it’s impossible for the 
British and Americans to land in 
France. But many others say that

The transports moved in, with a 
warship screening force, during the 
night of Aug. 6. Before daybreak 
the landing boats were lowered and 
the first wave of the raiders was 
clamboring down the cargo. nets. 
Fighter planes made a _ sunrise 
sweep over the islands destroying 
enemy air opposition. Next came 
the dive bombers, dropping their 
loads on machine gun nests, fuel 
storages and ammunition dumps. 

During that first day the radio 
group remained aboard the trans- 
port ship, awaiting a landing boat 
to take them to the beach, two 
miles away. 

About 11 o’clock Japanese twin- 
engined bombers and Zero fighter 
planes swarmed over Tulagi and 
Guadalcanal. At least 55 planes 
made this first raid with the 
American forces being given about 
a 15-minute warning. 

94 Planes Bagged. 

“It was there that I first truly 
appreciated anti-aircraft fire of 
our warships,” said Adreon. “Those 
destroyers and cruisers threw up 
a barrage that looked like an um- 
brella. Thirty-five enemy planes 
were accounted for that day by 
the ships alone. Our own carrier- 
based planes were swatting them 
down like flies. Final tabulation 
for the day’s work, for both ships 
and planes, was 94 enemy planes 
shot down.” 

The other raids that day, which 
seemed to come “every hour on the 
hour,” were not so great in num- 
ber. “Nor did they seem to be do- 
ing such a good job. No direct 
hits were made on any of our 
ships, although a burning bomber 
crashed into a transport ship, set- 
ting it afire. 

That night the radio control 
group went ashore. Because of 
the darkness the coxswain could 
not see the landmark indicating 
the proper landing place. He got 
in too close to a little island, 
Mokambo, still held by the Jap- 
anese. As a result, machine-gun 
bullets splattered over the boat's 
engine cowling. Later, gun fire 
from Florida Island told them 
they were still on the wrong 
course. In. the haste of their get- 
away, the boat carrying food, bed- 
ding and extra gear, ran aground.

A 12-Point Second-Front Pilea, 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

ITH new voices being raised every- 

where to demand the immediate 
opening of a second front in Europe, a 
survey of the situation reveals that: 

1. With nine-tenths of Hitler’s forces 
engaged on the Eastern front, the aus- 
picious moment for attack from the 
West has omen * me 

2. The psychological situation on 
Continent favors an immediate offensive, 
and points to the possibility of a Dun- 
qerque in reverse. Po unrest and 
confusion, from which Hitler was able 
to profit two and a half years ago, have 
now become boiling hatred directed 
against Nazi Germany. Common sense 
demands that we strike while the iron 
is hot, so that ‘this tremendous dynamic 
of the peoples’ fury may be utilized be- 
fore it is too late. 

3. If Russia is in dire straits, this is 
reason for striking swiftly so that it may 
continue through its heroic resistance to 
weaken the common enemy. A smash- 
ing Russian counteroffensive is possible 
at this point if it is coupled with vigor- 
ous attack from the West. 

4. If Russia is not in dire straits, then 
Hitler’s position is extremely precarious 
—if we take advantage of the opening. 
Not otherwise. 

5. Although the opening of a second 
front involves definite risks, these risks 
are small compared to the risk of open- 
ing this front later on, when Hitler may 
have had the opportunity of stabilizing 
his Eastern front and of reshifting the 

_ bulk of his forces to Western Europe. 

6. Air-bombing is no substitute for all- 
out attack. This is proved by the obvi- 
ous failure of the air attacks on Britain 

-and Germany. Each of these countries 
has survived violent attacks from the 
air, quite irrespective of clear differences 
in citizen morale. 

Also, Germany’s recent scattering of 
her arms-manufacturing centers has 
further increased the basic ineffective- 
ness of air attacks on its cities. Ger 
many’s advantage in this respect will 
be further strengthened if it is allowed 
to continue pushing into Russia's in- 
terior, since this will enable Germany 
to establish production centers at ever 
greater distances from Allied air bases. 

7. Men are available for a second 
front, more than those who successfully 
defended Moscow a year ago. 

8. Machines are available, of the 
same quality with which Timoshenko 
fights on the Eastern front. 

9. Ships are available. Britain alone 
has had enough ships to take a million 
men to the Middle East, to capture 
Madagascar, to take huge convoys to 
India, to rescue an Army from Dun- 
kerque. America has ships, too. 

10. It may be assumed that the Ameri- 
can Government’s statement of last June, 
indicating that a second front was 
planned for this year, was based upon a 
thorough study of the military. factors 
involved. , 

11. Whatever “expert” opinion may be 
responsible for delaying the opening of 
this offensive is being rapidly discredit- 
ed by all available evidence.

We believe that the Missouri Constitution needs 
revision and we urge voters to mark their ballots 
Yes by.scratching No. We believe that the Consti- 
tution needs revision for a series of réasons. 
The Missouri Constitution is not merely @ docu- 
ment drawn up in 1876 and so, in many respects, 
long since out of date. It also represents the many 
attempts from time to time over:the intervening 
two-thirds of a century to patch it up so as to make 
it workable in a continuously changing world. 
These efforts at correction have been sporadic and 
hit-or-miss, Pressure groups often have addressed 
themselves to provisions which were not of,para- 
mount importance, while other sections in’ urgent 
need of attention have not been modernized. 

A good case can be made for periodic constitu- 
tional conventions to review needs in the light of 
changing conditions. It happens, however, that the 
case for a favorable vote on this proposal rests on 
more than general principle. If Missouri did no 
more than eliminate its “six-Governor system” and 
install a single executive elected on a short ballot, 
a constitutional convention would be worth many 
times more than its relatively small cost. Our pres- 
ent system is wasteful, duplitating, confusing, con- 
ducive to bad administration. A reorganization of 
the executive branch in line with efficiency and re- 
sponsible management would do no more than bring 
us up to states which have already modernized 
their governmental structure, 

Missouri: has, according to recent statistics, 8957 
school districts and ranks second only to Illinois in 
the number of such subdivisions. It has 114 coun- 
ties, which places it fourth in the Union in coun- 
ties. It has 10,190 total taxing units and ranks 
below only three other atates: Illinois, Kansas and 
Minnesota. 

No one needs to be told what is wrong here. We 
have too many jurisdictions, too many small units, 
all with jobholders and patronage and facilities for 
eating up taxes. But we know from experience that 
this problem is too large to be corrected by piece- 
meal effort. Courthouse rings. and other forms of 
vested political interests will oppose every attempt 
at merger or consolidation. To these a place on the 
payroll is more important than competent public 
administration. . 

Space permits no detailed description of the many 
urgent State matters which would pass in. review 
before a constitutional convention. These instances, 
however, should be enough to show why a vote of 
approval is in order. 

This proposal is not before the voters through 
submission by the Legislature. No such construc- 
tive move would have come from the session which 
tried to steal the governorship. It is before the 
State because the voters themselves, in their wis- 
dom, amended the Constitution so as to provide 
an automatic opportunity to revise the Constitu- 
tion every 20 years. This opportunity will. not 
again arise automatically until 1962. 

Is it unsafe to undertake a work of this kind in 
‘the midst of war? An excellent pamphlet on this 
subject, prepared by Dr. Samuel A. Johnson of 
Harris Teachers’ College for the Missouri State 
Teachers’ Association, answers the question. 

“Some of ‘the greatest achievements in the de- 
velopment of democracy have been made in the 
midst of war,” writes this educator, and he cites 
in support of his statement Magna Carta, the Eng- 
lish Bill of Rights, the French Declaration of the 
Rights of Man, our own Declaration of Independ- 
ence and the Emancipation Proclamation.

This freezing plan will mean sacrifices for some 
persons, but so long as the Government's price-con- 
trol machinery operates successfully, there will be no 
valid ground for complaint. This is particularly true 
in view of the exceptions allowed, to permit increases 
in case of bona fide promotions, to allow for merit 
increases within sliding scale salary plans and for 
increased production. 

Another innovation in this order is the $25,000 
ceiling on salaries; that is, a net return of that 
amount after payment of Federal income taxes, cus- 
tomary charitable contributions, life insurance 
premiums and similar fixed expenses. Allowing for 
these deductions, the salary limit. applies only to 
persons earning more than $67,000 a year. Since this 
ceiling was the President's idea, adopted by Con- 
gress on his recommendation, it is entirely fitting 
that he ask the Treasury to limit his own pay ac- 
cordingly. Mr, Roosevelt is volunteering to take the 
same medicine he prescribes for the other recipients 
of top-bracket salaries over the country. 

However, when the President makes this offer, 
he runs-squarely into the United States Constitution; 
into Article 2, Section 7, to be specific.. This provides 
that the President’s salary “shall neither be in- 
creased nor diminished during the period for which 
he shall have been elected.” This says clearly enough 
that the present $75,000 salary cannot be reduced 
even by the President himself. 

It isn’t really necessary, however, for the President, 
the Attorney-General and the Secretary of the 
Treasury to get into a maze of red tape over this. 
Mr. Roosevelt needn’t get into an argument with 
Mr. Morgenthau over his voluntary pay cut; all he 
needs to do is to contribute the surplus to the Red 
Cross, the U. S. 0., the Navy Relief Fund, the Army 
Emergency Relief or any community’s War Chest.

What a pity that inscrutable detective was not 
seated in his high-backed armchair gazing over the 
low fender into the cheery fire of sea coals when 
word came that William Raven had been foully done 
to death! Fingerprints? Bah! They would have 
meant nothing to Sherlock Holmes, But he would 
have noticed whether the wine was a cheap grade 
of port or a fancy vintage of sherry, and how many 
glasses there were and how they were set, and where 
William Raven’s body lay in relation to the door.

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POOR PAY FOR IMPORTANT WORK. 

Gov, Donnell’s call for the Legislature to meet tn 
special session the day after the election emphasizes 
the need for a favorable vote at the polls on Propo- 
sition No, 3—the constitutional amendment to in- 
crease the pay of Missouri’s legislators to $125 a 
month. :

Among the reasons why these articles 
were not enforced, we may note: 

1, The sanctions came too late, when pub- 
lic opinion no longer upheld them. The 
Leipzig trials took place nearly three years 
after the end of the war, in some cases 
five years after the crimes. The clauses con- 
cerning punishment of war criminals should 
have been inserted, not in the peace treaty, 
but in the armistice terms. Here is a first 
lesson for the future. ' 

2. The Allies were no longer united when 
the war was over. From the American dele- 
gation came the strongest opposition to the 
creation of an international court, and to 
the trial of Wilhelm II. 

3. The world in 1919-20 was not interna- 
tionally mature enough to understand the 
consequences of a failure to ensure respect 
of the provisions of the treaty. It was 
thought that the danger of war was averted 
for a long period, and the British and 
Americans, who had not suffered so greatly 
by the war, were not in favor of a severe 
enforcement of the clauses in question, 

4. Articles 228-230 were hastily and im- 
perfectly framed, so that it would have 
been impossible to carry them qut. They 
do not mention by what law penalties 
should be determined, and the Allied mili- 
| tary courts by which the accused should 
have been tried could not have done so, 
owing to lack of jurisdiction, 


In this war, violations of the law of na- 
tions have been on a far wider scale than 
in the last, and fresh crimes have been 
added to the already long list. Moreover, 
by. exterminating villages and whole popu- 
lations, the criminals have often obliterated 
all trace of their deeds. 

The fact of such crimes that cry aloud- 
for punishment is a first reason why sanc- 
tiong are necessary. A second even more 
cogent reason ig that in default of an or- 
ganized justice in which the peoples can 
have absolute trust, the victimized popula- 
tions will take reprisals into their own 
han and, as always, when’ the mob 
b loose, their vengeance will fall main- 
ly on the innocent, leaving the real crim- 
Inals to escape. ; 

Another reason why justice must be done 
is as an example for the future, It will act 
as a deterrent. Moreover, punishment of 
criminals of the present war will lead to the 
creation of an international criminal law, 
which has so long been wanting.

AFRICA AND THE SOLOMONS 


TOMORROW 


N the articles which he has been 


the European and Pacific wars are 
in a military sense two separate 
wars that coincide strategically 
only at those points where Jap- 
anese and German ambitions and 
self-interest happen to coincide.” 
Baldwin did not add, though it is 
the fact, that there is a strong 
disposition in high quarters in 
Washington to regard our part in 
the two theaters of war as not 
only separate but competitive. 


This conception of the war is 
clearly of the profoundest impor- 
tance. Let us éxamine it in the 
light of the situation in the Solo- 
mons, and in the Mediterranéan. 
Are these in fact distinct cam- 

in separate wars? Or is 
the belief that they are distinct 
campaigns in separate wars a rad- 
ical error which jeopardizes our 


The campaign in Egypt is being 
fought at the end of a supply line 
which, making no allowances for 
detours to avoid submarines, is 
about 12,000 sea miles from Brit- 
ain or America. If the campaign 
is successful, if the Germans are 
driven out of northern Africa and 
we can reopen the Mediterranean 
to cargo ships, our ‘supply lines 
will be considerably less than half 
as long. The efficiency of the 
shipping and of the naval escorts 
allocated to this theater will be 
more than doubled, 


Here then is a campaign where 
the results of a victory would be 
to make us stronger in all parts 
of the world. Leaving out any 
consideration of its political ef- 
fects on Italy, France, Spain, and 
Turkey, leaving out any considera- 
tion of how such a victory could 
be exploited to open up a second 
air, and even land, front in con- 
tinental Europe, the defeat of 
Rommel in the African desert 
would have the effect of a very 
great naval victory. Thus the 
ships, the planes, and the ground 
forces staked on this campaign 
are a military investment, which 
if successful, would quickly re- 
place the original capital and pay 
high dividends as well. 


T has often been sald that in 

this war our strategy is deter- 
mined by logistics—that is to say 
that we can fight only where we 
can carry supplies. But what the 
African campaign shows is that 
the reverse’ may be true—that a 
campaign may be planned in order 
to simplify the task of carrying 
supplies. In other words, a sound 
strategy can be devised for the 
very purpose of improving the 
logistical situation. 

That, as a matter of fact, is just 
exactly what the Japanese high 
command has understood so well. 
There seems to be a popular im- 
pression in this country that Japan 
conquered the South Pacific by 
jumping from island to island and 
that, therefore, we must reconquer 
the South Pacific by jumping back 
from island to island. The impres- 
sion is quite faise. What Japan 
did, beginning in 1931 in Man- 
churia, was to move down the 
coast .of Asia, through the Chi- 
nese ports and then on to Indo- 
China and Malaya; and at the 
same time, before war began, to 
establish itself firmly in the screen 
of islands which lie between Ha- 
waii and the Far East. It was only 
when the Philippines, The Nether- 
lands Indies, Borneo, New Guinea 
and the Solomons had been iso- 
lated that Japan began to jump 
from island to island. 

The Japanese strategy was de- 
vised to simplify the logistical 
problem, to shorten the lines of 
‘communication from useful bases 
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dangerous defensive which sucks 
into itself men, planes, ships, sup- 
plies on a scale which, though 
large, is not nearly enough for se- 
curity. But even that does not 
touch the crucial question, which 
is whether an offensive in the 
Solomons was a sound strategical 
conception. For what would have 
happened if the plan had been bet- 
ter executed? At best we should 
have been in a position to move 
on to other islands provided we 
doubled and quadrupled the mili- 
tary investment in the campaign. 
There, in other words, the strate- 
gical plan was such that even if 
we had local successes, the drain 
upon our resources would become 
heavier and not, as in the Med- 
iterranean campaign, lighter. 
* s « 


If we are successful in the Medi- 
terranean we shall succeed because 
we shall have shortened our lines, 
have more ships and naval power 
available against Japan. Even if 
we had been successful in the Solo- 
mons we should have had fewer 
ships and naval power available 
against Germany. °

ERE, I venture to say, are the 
practical consequences of the 
false doctrine which prevails in 


‘high naval quarters that the ‘two 


theaters are two separate wars, 
and that the Pacific war is the 
special and separate responsibility 
of the Navy. For the plan to take 
the offensive against Japan by 
jumping from island to island is 
the application of the ancient the- 
ory of the Navy that we should 
fight an isolated war, a war with- 
out Allies in Asia, against Japan. 

That there are other ways to 
fight Japan than by moving from 
island to island, no one can doubt 
who studies map of Burma, Aus- 
tralia, China and Siberia. It has 
been said of the Solomons opera- 
tion (a) that it was the beginning 
of the great offensive against 
Japan, and (b) that it was a de- 
fensive operation to protect our 
communications to Australia, and 
(c) that it was a second front to 
draw ‘the Japanese away from 
attacking Siberia, But what we 
have to ask ourselves is this: If 
by landing in Guadalcanal we 
drew, the Japanese from Siberia, 
could we not equally draw them

We were all offered tea before 
starting out again to see the re- 
cruit training station of the Aux- 
iliary Territorial Service. Here we 
watched the physical training class 
and saw the recreation and can- 
teen rooms, the officers’ mess, the 
sergeants’ mess and the recreation 
room building, which is used as a 
chapel and small clinic and hos- 
pital, where minor ailments are 
cared for. Last, we saw the aleep- 
ing quarters. 


Simplicity Is Keynote. 
There is “ablution unit,” which 
contains bathtubs,. showers and 
wash basins, and a room where 
girls may wash and iron their 


clothes and where dryers are pro- 
vided. Everything was adequate, 
but extremely simple, both in con- 
struction and furnishings. 

One ‘of the things which im- 
pressed me most was the training 
of cooks. An old-time chef, who 
is now a Sergeant in the Army, 
is head of this training. The girls 
learn to cook food in small por- 
tions and then eat it themselves. 

They have two weeks’ training 
and use the leftovers, which are 
made into tempting snacks for an 
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tion, where girls who have finished 
their basic training and who wish 
to enter the transport service, are 
taught to drive every type of Army 
conveyance. They learn to change 
enormous tires without too much 
exertion and to detect the usual

HIGHER TAX NOT EXPECTED 
TO CUT SPENDING MUCH IN ’43 


NEW YORK, Oct. 29 (AP). — 
Despite higher taxes and a higher 
cost of living, an International Sta- 
tistical Bureau study showed to- 
day, Americans should have 17 
billion dollars in 1943 left over be- 
cause of war shortages of goods. 

“Any belief that the new tax bill

consumers,” the bureau concluded.

Quits Cardinals After 


25 Years; 


Of the Farm System! 


Originator 


Breadon Wishes Rickey Luck, 
And Congratulates the Dodgers 


When apprised of the naming of Rickey to the presidency of 
the Brooklyn club, President Sam Breadon of the Cardinals said: 
“I want to wish Branch all the luck in the world and to congratulate 
the Brooklyn club on obtaining his services.” , 

Asked about the Rickey contract which normally would have 
ended Dec. 31 of this year, Breadon gave it as his opinion that 
Branch would resign from the Cardinals as of Nov. 1 in order to 
start at once on his job with the Dodgers,

Branch Rickey, who today was appointed president and general | 
manager of the Brooklyn Dodgers, was father ‘of the chain store 


or farm system in baseball, and 


the most astute figures in the national game. 


Moving from the Browns to the 
Cardinals in 1917, when the club 
was purchased by a syndicate of 
,business men, he served as presi- 
dent, field manager and vice-presi- 
dent and general manager. During 
his regime the Cardinals won six 
pennants and four world cham- 
pionships. and in the most recent 
triumph, the team’s 1942 victory 
over the fabulous Yankees, vir- 
tually every man on the St. Louis 
squad was a product of the farm 
system which Rickey conceived 
and developed. 

Rickey’s appointment as direc- 
tor of the Brooklyn property ter- 
minates the long-lived partnership 
with Sam Breadon, who has served 
as president of the 
through the years of their pros- 
perity. During those years, it is 
estimated, Rickey received more 
than $1,000,000 in salary and bonus 
money. His most recent five-year 
contract, which expires with the 
end of the year, called for a basic 
annual salary of $50,000 and a per- 
centage of the profits. For 1941 
his share of the profits brought 
his income from the club to ap- 
proximately $88,000. 

First intimation that a breach 
had developed in the Rickey-Brea- 
don relations came in the spring 
of 1941, when the Post-Dispatch 
disclosed exclusively, that Rickey 
had been informed that because of 
uncertain world economic condi- 
tions and the threat of war, the 
club did not deem it wise to re- 
new his five-year contract. 

Coolness Develops. 

Neither Rickey nor Breadon has 
ever discussed the causes of the 
breach, but persons close to the 
club had noticed a coolness devel- 
oping between president and gen- 
eral manager in recent years. It 
was a strange partnership always, 
with each having always a great 
respect for the ability of the other, 
while their personalities, habits 
and views of extra-curricular 
things were so diametrically op- 
posed that there never was any 
strong bond of friendship between 
the partners. 

During the early days of 
Rickey’s association with the Car- 
dinals, the team was so poor that 
old uniforms had to be patched to 
clothe the team in the spring, and 
as there was no money for trans- 


Started as Catcher for Browns, 
Managed Both St. Louis Clubs 


‘Moving to Brooklyn, where he 
will succeed the fiery and colorful 
Larry MacPhail, now a_lieuten- 
ant colonel in the Army and. in 
his early baseball days a protege 
of Rickey, Branch will find a set- 
up drastically different from the 
one he is leaving in St. Louis. With 
. the Cardinals, in a city of less than 
a million population, it was custo- 
mary and allegedly necessary, to 
sell plkyers each year, to balance 
the budget and put substantial 
profits on the books. In Brooklyn, 
under the MacPhail regime, it has 
been the custom to buy players. 
MacPhail, in fact, was one of 
Rickey’s best customers. It was to 
Brooklyn that Rickey sold Joe 
Medwick, Curt Davis, Mickey 
Owen, Don Padgett and others. 

Baseball conditions have changed 
radically, too, since Rickey found 

a new idea and turned it into a for- 
tune for Cardinal stockholders. 
Competition in the farm system 
has become keen, and especially 
under war conditions, the scouting 
business is poor, with the armed 
forces having first call on _ the 
young men who in normal times 
would be prospects for baseball 
talent hunters. 


Rickey’s baseball career in St. 
Louis started as a catcher with the 
Browns, who in that year—1906— 
were known as the Ravens, He 
returned to the St. Louis American 
League club in 1913, as secretary, 
and became manager the following 
season. He was still manager in 
1917, when a syndicate, headed by 
J. C. Jones, purchased the Cardi- 
nals, then playing at Robison Field, 
Vandeventer and Natural Bridge, 
from Mrs. Helene Hathaway Brit-: 
ton. 

With the Cardinals Rickey 
served as president, and later as 
manager. In late May of 1925,

CHICAGO, Oct. 29 (AP).—Col- 
legiate football is streaking to new 
offensive heights this year on the 
backs of Missouri and Georgia. . 
Missouri, paced by Bob Steuber, 
the nation’s leading scorer, has 
averaged 434 yards a game for six 
contests, Georgia, led by Frankie 
Sinkwich, has rolled along at a 431 
clip in the same number of en- 
counters. 
The American Football Statis- 
tical Bureau, in releasing today’s 
figures, said that it believed it had 
some imposing figures three years 
ago when Cornell, in six games 
averaged 409 yards before bump- 
ing into Dartmouth and Pennsyl- 
vania, 
But today Missouri and Georgia 
not only are far ahead of that 
pace but are being pushed by two 
other elevens. In five games, Tulsa 
has a 419 total offensive average 
and Ohio State 414. 
Tigers Ahead in Rushing. 

Missouri and Ohio State, inci- 
dentally, are the two top running 
teams of the nation, Missouri hav- 
ing gained 2023 of its 2605 total 
yardage by rushing and Ohio State 
1646 of its 2070. | 

Georgia, thirteenth in rushing, 
is making up its difference in 
passing where it continues to run 
third behind Columbia and Tulsa. 
Columbia has averaged’ 212 yards 
a game, Tulsa 209 and Georgia 184, 
with Maryland right behind at 182. 

Allround honors, however, go to 
little Tulsa, undefeated in five 
games. In addition to being third 
in total offense and second in pass- 
ing, thet Golden Hurricanes are 
first in total defense (allowing 
opponents an average of 84 yards 
a game), first in pass defense (per- 
mitting 25 yards a game), third in 
punting and eleventh in rushing.

Taxation Program. : 


A plan of the Governmental Re- 
search Institute for a survey of 
the taxation of intangible proper- 
notes and bonds—in 
Missouri, has been approved by 
Gov. Forrest C. Donnell. 

The institute, privately support- 
ed fact-finding body, will conduct 


the survey Without cost to the 
State.. If 4 constitutional conven- 
tion. is held next year—a question 
on which the electorate of the 
State is to vote Tuesday—the in- 
stitute plans to have recommen- 
dationg ready to submit to such 
a convention, 

The State Consttiution requires 
that intangible personal property, 
such as money in bank, notes and 
bonds, be listed for taxation at 
the same rate as real estate. In 
consequence, the institute said in 
its recent letter to Gov. Donnell, 
“the taxation of intangible per- 
sonal property under the general 
property tax in Missouri is admit- 
tedly a failure, which urgently re- 
quires a remedy.” 

In a bulletin published last 
April, the institate showed that 
the intangible personal property 
assessed for taxation in Missouri 
in 1939 was only $68,230,619, and 
was less than the amount assessed

O many persons gray hair 
means middle age, no matter if 
the face is youthful and the 
age actually as young as the late 
twenties, : 

I have written many times that 
graying hair can be smart as all 
getout, but that’s small consola- 
tion to some women. They ask 
about dyeing the hair, and about 
those new pills that are said to 
restore hair color. 

Experiments with animals seem 
to show that a diet containing 
certain substances makes the fur 
of these animals healthy and 
glossy and dark. However, in hu- 
mans this is still in the experi- 
mental stage. It can’t be guaran- 
teed that any pills or capsules will 
do the trick of turning gray hair 
back to dark. 

Make sure that you get the vita- 
mins and minerals that may have 
some effect on hair color. Eat 
foods that contain vitamin B 
‘Cwhole grain cereals and whole 
wheat bread). Eat at least two 
vegetables a day—a green, leafy 
one (spinach, broccoli, lettuce, 
kale, collards), as well as one from 


this group: Carrots, turnips, peas, 
beans, squash, cauliflower, aspar- 
agus, etc. Don’t forget to include 
in your diet orange juice or grape- 
fruit every day in addition to other 
fresh fruits. The normal diet 
should also include meat (especial- 
ly liver), milk, butter and eggs. 

The state of the general health 
affects the hair, too. There should 
be sufficient rest, sleep and exer- 
cise, as well as periodic physical 
examination to discover and erad- 
icate conditions such as chronic 
infections, 

Graying hair should come in for 
its full share of care, if it’s to be 
a beauty asset. It should be sham- 
pooed regularly and brushed every 
day, so that it looks clean and 
alive and . For gray or 
white hair, a little bluing may be 
used in the rinse water, to prevent 
a tendency to yellowness; the faint 
silvery blue that it gives to the 
hair is flattering. 

If gray hair is to be dyed, it is 
usually better to have this work 
done by an experienced, reliable 
operator rather than to do it your- 
self at home. Before dyeing, there 
should be a “patch test,” applying 
some of the dye to the skin to see 
if there is any dangerous sensi- 
tivity to the dye.

in the United States. Also, it is

any other dictionary, English or

Therefore, we. may safely regard 
the long “o” in these words as du- 
bious, not only here, but in Eng- 
land as well.

She spends 11 months out 
of every 12 on skates, takes only 
30 days out of every 365 to rest up. 
She is credited with a good share 
in the success of the Ice Follies, 
a~-comparative upstart enterprise 
in show business, which’ has devel- 
oped in its attraction of audiences 
from a bare handful which wit- 
nessed the first performance in 
Tulsay Ok., in 19386 to an annual 
national attendance of well over 
two million. 

Born in Vancouver, British Co- 
lumbia, Frances was whisked off 
to Norway as a baby because her 
father’s job as mining engineer 
took him and his family to the 
land of the fjords and fancy figure 
skaters. But although Frances 
learned the Norwegian language 
like a native, she somehow or other 
didn’t take to ice skating until the 
family returned to Canada eight 
years later. 

“tT was 10 when I took up skat- 
ing, simply because I happened to 
get a pair of skates for my birth- 
day,” Frances describes the in- 
auspicious beginning of a highly 
successful skating career. “Dad 
gave me a membership in the 
Minto Club in Ottawa where we 
were living and I skated at the 
club just for fun. I was much 
more interested in music than I 
was_in skating, but finally the 
virus got into my blood and I be- 
gan going out for club champion- 


ships.”

HEN Frances began to skate 
Wie: trophies instead of fun, 

the Claudet family popped her 
into private school and announced 
that whether she liked it or not 
she was going to make her debut 
and be socially prepared for a good 
marriage. Matrimony, the family 
insisted, was a career; making a 
monkey of oneself on ice wasn't. 


“T made my debut and had par- 
ties and all that stuff for a year,” 
Frances grimaced, “and I even 
went to McDonald College near 
Montreal and took a domestic sci- 
ence course. The Diamond Ring 
course, it was called. The family 
thought it was a good idea, but 
how good it was you can see by 
the fact that I haven't married 
yet.” 

Private’ schools and Diamond 
Ring courses somehow failed to 
combat the ice skating contagion 
to which Frances had been ex- 
posed.

After teaching in Quebec and 
Toronto in the wintertime and at 
Lake Placid in the summertime, 
where she assisted in the direction 
of summer operettas, Frances held

We can 
unblushingly call the Ice Follies a 
skating extravaganza now, but 
there are still millions of things 
we can do.
